highwey botveen the two places is in vory rood condition. Te reach Leke Ritsea 
from Sukhuni, one follows the road from Cukinimt to Bayb, a distanee of forty

cynomynous with Kaldakhiere, 43° 14° i, 40° 245 E,) The fork to the north ‘leads 
to o bridge over the Bayb River. Lcke Ritea is epproximately forty kilonzeters

of tho lake, but observed that the road ran from two to four meters from the 


water's edge, Along most of the road there is a sheer drop from the shoulder 
t to the water, 
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6. Source observed only nilitery vehicles curing his visit to Lako Rites, oni 
Hay LAT he noted 10 te 15 Soviet Army trucks in a wooded area near the lobe 
and ultnessed the arrival of a military truck loaded with drums of turpentine, 
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le saw no other concentrations of meterinl or personnel and observed ne other 
construction projects.
